WEDNESDAY-FIRST DAY—Morning Session 

The Sixty-Fifth Annual Session of the East Florida Annual Con¬ 
ference was called to order by Bishop Henry Young Tookes, D + D., 
LL.D., presiding prelate of the 11th Episcopal District, State of 
Florida, presiding. 

Dr. L. M. Moore, presiding elder of the East Jacksonville district, 
conducted the devotions. 

Hymn No. 295, “And Are We Yet Alive,” was lined by Dr t 
Moore and sung by the choir and congregation. Prayer was offered 
by Dr. A. P. Postelle. The choir led in singing, “I Must Tell Jesus.’ 1 
Rev, E. E. Foster of the First District, West Philadelphia conference, 
read the scripture from Romans 1st chapter. Dn R. B. Sutton, pre¬ 
siding elder of the North Jacksonville district, led in reading the 
decalogue. “Hide Me O My Saviour Hide Me,” was sung, led by the 
choir. Hymn No. 287 was lined by Dr. L. M. Moore, presiding elder 
of East Jacksonville district. 

Bishop Tookes presented Dr. Wayman A. Jennings, pastor of 
Mt. Zion A. M. E. church to deliver the annual sermon. Dr. Jen¬ 
nings selected as a text Roman 1:16, “For I am not ashamed of the 
gospel of Christ: for it is the power of God unto salvation to every 
one that believeth. to the Jew first, and also to the Greek.” Subject, 
“The Invincible Gospel of Christ.” 

Holy Sacrament 

Bishop Tookes presented Bishop A + J. Allen, presiding prelate 
of the 16th Episcopal district, comprising Cuba, South America and 
the Isle, to lead in the Holy Sacrament, assisted by the presiding 

elders.

Dr. W. F. Ball, pastor of Grant Memorial A. M. E church, Jack¬ 
sonville, Fla., read a resolution reaffirming the endorsement of the 
return of Bishop and Mrs. H. Y. Tookes for Another quadrennial and 
pledging 100 per cent cooperation to his administration. It was 
moved by Dr. L. M. Moore, seconded by Dr. H. M. Mickens that the 
resolution be adopted. The motion prevailed. 

As Dr. Ball stood singing, “We Are Marching Upward to Zion,” 
a long line of loyal missionary workers, laymen and ministers came 
marching towards the altar, joining Dr. Ball in singing, with beau¬ 
tiful flowers, fruits and nuts. 

Presentations were made by the following persons: Mrs. W. F. 
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Ball for the conference branch missionary society. Miss Catherine 
Preshea for Mt. Olive missionary society; Mrs. Rosa Burroughs for 
New Hope missionary society; Mrs. Bessie Jenkins for the Maggie 
Pearl Tookes c\uh s Grant Memorial; Mrs. A. B, Williams for the 
student ministers and the districts as follows: East Jacksonville, Dr.

Address of Bishop Tookes 

The address of Bishop Tookes was thrilling, informing, inspir¬ 
ing and fatherly as he explained the work of the church throughout 
the state. He pointed out (a) The mortgage burning at a cost of 
$ 12000.00; (b) Atlhetie Field $6500.00; (c) 245 acres of land re¬ 
claimed; (d) old judgements, $27500,00; (e) New Girls' Dormitory 
at a saving of approximately $40000.00; (f) Teachers' salaries raised 
all paid. Many other things done worthy to be praised. Special 
tribute was paid to the leaders and members of the other confer¬ 
ences for their loyal support. 

Out of 55,000 members 50,000 arc in accord with Bishop Tookes 
and the program of Florida. He also said, "It is as hard for the 
layman to run the church as it is for the preachers to write pre¬ 
scriptions. 

Dr. J. S, Johnson of Tulsa, Oklahoma, outstanding* and upstand¬ 
ing candidate for the bishopric in 1944, was presented and addressed 
the conference.

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cloue of this report, Bishop Tookes brought before the conference the 
cause of all the trouble that seemed to be brewing in the state, es¬ 
pecially the East Florida conference and the North Jacksonville dis¬ 
trict, in particular, which caused state-wide propaganda. The bishop 
spoke very emphatically as he touched the main cause of ail the 
trouble. The following will give an idea of the propaganda. (A) 
The business managership for the A. M, E. Church presented to the 
A. M. E. Ministerial Alliance by Dr. W. A, Jennings, pastor of Mt. 
Zion A. M. E, church thrown out, not only by the alliance but by 
the bishop on its presentation. (B) The layman's organization in 
Jacksonville seeking why the Bishop's Council was changed from the 
State of Florida. This organization had failed to contact the bishop 
of Florida to find out the reason. Hence letters were written and 
sent throughout the connection. (C) Misunderstanding of the 
Bishop's Anniversary. (D) Misunderstanding between Drs. R, B. 
Sutton, W. A. Jennings and Mr. Ralph P. Stewart Each of these 
gentlemen was given a fair chance to defend themselves in an open 
forum. They expressed themselves fully, bringing a little fire, but 
the fire finally turned out to be spiritual fire which brought recon- 
ciUiation. 

Dr. A. L. Lewis, the sage, the Christian layman, brought cheer 
and sunshine as he said, “Have no fear of the layman’s organization* 
I am a layman myself. I have investigated and found nothing to 
interfere with the administration of Bishop Tookes and the State 
of Florida. Stop propaganda, go farword.” He closed by saying, 
“The church is moving on." At the close of Dr. Lewis* address 
Bishop Tookes led in singing, “The Church Is Marching On.” The 
spirit came and one could almost sec things lightening themselves. 

Dr. J. A. White of Tampa, Florida, said, “There is noth¬ 
ing wrong with the laymen of Jacksonville, and the State of Flor¬ 
ida because 99 per cent of all Florida is with Bishop Tookes and the 
program of the A. M. E. Church in Florida. If there is anything 
wrong it is coming from another source. We are tired of being 
used as cat paws.” 

Mr. Ralph Stewart said, “This is the best meeting I have ever 
witnessed. I have advised the council not to write any more let¬ 
ters but let us see Bishop Tookes and get an understanding.” 

Bishop Tookes asked to be excused to get breakfast. He ap¬ 
pointed Dr. Carey A. Gibbs to preside in his absence. 

“Nearer My God To Thee," sung T led by Dr. Gibbs. Hymn No. 
13?? was lined by Dr. Gibbs and sung by choir and congregation. 
Prayer was offered by Dr. E. J. Odom, connectional evangelist of the 
A. M. E. Church. Selection by the choir. The scripture was read 
by Dr + H. M. Mickens from Leviticus 14th chapter and St. Luke 
17:15-18. Decalogue ’was read by Dr, H. D. Gregg, Pb.D. t president 
of E. W. college. Selection by the choir. Dr. C. A. Gibbs presented 
Bishop A. J. Allen, Bishop of the 16th Episcopal district, who had 
been asked by Bishop H. Y. Tookes to deliver the Thanksgiving ser¬ 
mon. He selected as a text, St. Luke 17:15-16: “Were there not ten 
cleansed, but whore are the nine? They are not found that return 
to give glory to God, save this stranger.”

Bishop Tookes adjourned the conference until 8 p, m., giving 
all the ministers and delegates a chance to see the football game for 
half-fare. He requested all to attend.

STATE OF THE CHURCH 

Mt. Olive A. M. E. Church

To the bishop, officers and friends of the 65th session of the 
East Florida Annual Conference—Greetings: 

Your committee on the State of the Church, presents the fol- 
lowing report for your consideration. We have endeavored to pres- 
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cut the present-day status of the church and its outlook for tomor¬ 
row. 

The state of the church and its position in a war-torn world with 
turmoil and disasters of every kind developing a question of signal 
importance, as a review and tabulation of the church's condition, the 
place it occupies in this great challenging crisis as revealed by vari¬ 
ous denominational scholars and writers, in conference convention, 
incjuding some of thu advanced editors of today, give much in com¬ 
mon to cause a general rejoicing upon the progress and growth of 
religious denominations home and abroad. 

The question of the state of the church in this world upheaval 
and unrest transcinds all questions of today. Because it has the 
greatest mission of any institution in the world—the evangelization 
of the world and the civilization of mankind to save men and bring 
them to Christ, With the greater per cent of Europe in w r ar T Ameri¬ 
ca in ihe balance, terrorized with strikes sabotage and prgjusty, 
nazitm, fascism, communion digging at the very foundation of democ¬ 
racy, asking can it stand, it is being asked by scholars that the church 
restate its position, revise, retranstate and delete much of its dogma¬ 
tic position, these are the four which are challenging the church and 
its mission. 

There should not be any question in the mind of those of us who 
are leading the congregation of true believers who represent the 
church, re.ative to its status in this day of uncertainty, many a 
vicious conflicts, even today when men's very soul seems to be soaked 
and satuated w r ith vice, we can say as one who said of Rom?. So 
long as the collesium of Rome stands the world will stand, but 
where the collesium of Rome falls the world will fall. Thank God
